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S. 0.856(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 38 of the Emigration Act, 1983 (31 of 1983), the 
Central Government hereby directs that: 

1. The Protector General of Emigrants shall conduct 
annual inspection of the Protector of Emigrants Offices. 

2. The Protector General of Emigrants shall not fcsue 
Registration Certificate under Section 11 of the Emigration 
Act, 1983, without satisfying himself that the applicant is 
capable of due discharge of his duties under the Act, upon 
personal hearing and consideration of such other material 
as he deems relevant 

3. The Protector General of Emigrants shall also 
vigorously follow up all prosecutions undo* the Emigration 
Act, 1983 with the concerned police authorities and submit 
monthly reports to the Central Government. 
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
